1t is leas importaul to the succees of the Cons
vention to keep out irregulnr delegates than it
18 to exclude irrelevant questions, If there
were danger that radionls and  dweanionists
would seck seats In the Convention, to sow dis-
senslons or control Its action, a jeslous vigilance
might be needinl 1w serovnizing the claims of
delegates, But i1 the radioals and disonionists
attempt to ereate disturbance, they will tey s
different method,  For the st ten days it hos
been whispered that they Intend to sticup n
rlot, and muke the cily a scene ol turbulence
and bloodshed, We hope this is not true; but
the fuct that come Hepublicans fecl the neceasity
of warnings and precautions, gives 4 eolor ol
probalnlity rto  the report. Tae Tridune,
one duy last woeek, remonstrated with its
triends agnins! the folly of disorderly proceed-
ings, and loreshadowed the manner In which it
wae proposed to begin the riot, by advising
thens, if they should have a meeting m Phila-
delphia or convention at the same time, to hold
It nt such a distance irom the Johnson Conven-
tion 88 to avold the danger of tumult and con-
filet, It is now reported that the Ropublican
Governor of Ponnsylvania, at the requesi ol the
Republican Mayor of Philsdelphin, hns 1ssued
#eoret orders for several I"l_'LIiIHT'II{h il Inlhil'.l: Lo
be rendy to nct ot a4 moment's warnlng during
the session ot the Convention. That the radicals
are frenzied enough to attempt to break it up
by violence we do not doubt; but still we have
po serious spprehensions ol disturbance. The
more wary and sagacions Republicans see thal
& rot would Jdamage ther ll.lt‘l_\" and the fear
ol Governor Curtin’s buyonets w il probably awe
the more reckless,

At any rate, it is cortain that the radicals will
not attempt sy mischier ingide the Convention,
We supposc, therslore, that there will be no
applicants lor seats woo do not wish well 1o its
objects, however reprehensible the conduct of
one or two individnals among them may bave
been heretofore.  They cannot very well be
excluded without discussion and perbaps un-
pleasant wrangling, and the objections urged
against them would apply with equai or greater
force to & considerable portion ot the Southern
delegates, who, having renounced their errors,

should not have them rodely flung back
into thewr faces, The ensiest way to dispose
of a fow objecticnable delegales 18 to admat
them, and then, #s often us they muake
an iudigereet motion or proposal, quictly
vole  them down, It Ei=  Jenred  that
the radicals will muke a great handle ol
the admission ol one or two notorious men.

Toey will harp continually on the sdmission of
those whom they cull Rebels, in any event; and
pérhiaps the best way o extract the langs of
“their ealumuies 15 to allow cortain marplots o
make mischievous proposnls, nnd exmbit them
10 the country as having no m'quurlvna or con-
federates in the Convention, When they are
voted down, forty or fifty to one, the radienls
will be welcome to make all the party capital
they can out of the admission of these men to
soents,

But whatever the wisdom of the Convention
may judge most sultaule with regard to the per-
sons relerred to, their admission or rejection is
of minor consequerce in comparison with the
exclusion of questions on which slncere Union
men differ, It 15 not expedient to take the sense
of the Convention on questions of that descerip-
tion, Every man who goes to Pbhiladelphin as
a delegate 18 entirely clear on one point—the
right of the Southern Stutes to immedinte repre-
sentation in Congress, ‘I'his s the issue on
which the country aeks the verdict of the Ame-
rican people,  Until this Is decided, 1t i3 s vain
to azitare other questions, ns it would be to
proceed wilh a'trial in o court of fustice before
empanelling snd swearing in a jury. The
Constitution ordains  that  public mensures
shall be determined by a Congress consisting
of Beopators and Hepresentatives lrom every
state; and the country is not pm‘)umd tor other
issues untll we have a constitutional Congress,
In a rapid!y growing country, at all times, and
in & country vmerging from n great civil war,
especially at this time, there is need of a valid
national legislature to which men cuan snbimic
their conthicting views of policy for decision;
just as there 18 need of courts to determine

vate coutroversics, 1t is not neccssary that
itigants sbould agree on the merits ot their
reepective causes, belore they unite for the
estailishment of tribunals, Thae wore they are
au variance, the greater the need of competent
courts Lo which they cansubimit theirdiferences,
In the same manner, politicnl parties in this
country need a competent Congress i which
differing intervsts and sections can adjust their
disputes. There can ba no doubt that a majoricy
of the Northern people thiuk all the States
entifled to representution; and if all who hold
this opinion cau be brought to act together for
this once, the Union will’ be prowpily reswored.
But if the Convention will not allow citizens o
unite on this issue till they ave brought to agree
on others, the padicals will be Hkely to triumph.

Nothing would perhape do 8o wuch to pro-
duce instantaceous snd enthusiastic harmony
in the Convention, a8 the appearance of Presi-
dent Johnson on its platform, If, when the
multitudinous acelamutions ut length gave way
to a desire to lsten, be would address the Con.
vention, he mizht produee a more electric eflect
than has attended popular eloguence since the
begnuning of the century. The Presideat is the
centre, soul, and rallying point of this great
movement, and no mau Is g0 well gualified as
be to give it 8 duling exposition and eale
direction,

There will be to-day a more important
gathering of representalive public men und
eminent ecltizens from all parts of the Union
than has ever taken place 1u the conntry since
the formation of the Government; that it
will beeome o if those who moeet o conven-
tion at Philadelplia do  thelr  work  well
Though this body 1= not ealled together by law,
and its action will not have the foree ol luw, it
may, nevertheless, esereise the grentest inflo-
enee, Nor 18 it tobe w convention to make

nomiinutions for oflice—lor the residency, for
Congress, or for any other othiee, It wiill be,
siriotly spenking, a conierence, & Spontane »us
nseembly brought toge ner by the necessitios
of the times, 1 which the pa viots and leadiog
minds of the cepub lie will conter as to the best
moeans of saving the country and Government
irom the revolationacy and deviractive mea-
sures ol a powertul etion,  ‘Lhe vonyention
system it2elt, which makes our presidents, goy-
erpors, and legslators, uud whici, o tacl, con-
trols the whole plitical machinery of the re-
public, has no foundaiion in aew, 1L sprung up
spontannou=ly and irom political necessny. Yet
while it 18 withoor leaunlizod existenee, it has be-
come all powertal, The conventions that formed
the contederation and the Unvon originally met
only to diseuss mporiantf politiecsl questions
pertiining to the Government.  Our own admi.
rable institutions were the result rather than the
direct object of these conventions ot patriots aud
great men of that day. Ddliculues ol a sectional
and politieal character distracted the new re-
publican communities, and the tuthers of our
country sald, let us weel together in convention
to lalk over these matters and to see what can
be doue to give peace, unity and a permanent
gooa covernment. They met simply to discuss
the absorbing politicsl guestions ol the day, just
ag the Poiladelphis Convention will meer for
the game purpose. This resutted in the glorlous
ingtitutiong we have lived hapmly and prospe-
rously under Jor wnearly a century, The Con-
vention that will meet to-morrow has nov u
constitution to muke or a government to catab-
lish as they huad, but it has not the less important
duty to perform of preserving that Constitution
umlJ Government from the destruction with
which they are now threatened by a revolution-
ary Congress,

The sccounts we have received from all parts
of the eountry relative to the tempor and pur
pose which ammate the people who have
interested  themselves in  the Convention,
and 8¢ to the claracter and dispo-
sitton ol the delegates, give us hope
of the happlest result, A few obnoxious
and troublesome tellows, such as Vallanazham
and the Wooas, who huve more ambition than
parciotisam, mway try to make a fuss and give
trouble, but we believe the overwnelming mu-

jfority ot the conservatives und patriotic men will |

goon silence them, We think the Southern
delegawes especially will frown down those aei-
tators who wonld raise unnecessary and trouble-
some issues, They have pad too dearly tor
agitation, und buve too much at stuke not to
avord digcora.

The thought of assembling this truly national
Convention was n huppy one,
tive yeurs the people of the North and South
have been separated, fivst by a foolish act of
attempted secession by the latter, nnd since by
a bhitter and unscrupulous laction who got con-
trol of Congress, Like the prodigal son, the
Southern people have suflered irom their folly,
and after being whipped into a gense of (heir
ecror they desire to come back to the family
circle. The utter hopelessness ol their lormer
theories and canse could have no other effoct,
for such a disposition 15 in accordance with
reason, their mterests, and the wphilosophy
ot human pature, Every bumane eitizen,
every conservative who desives peace naod
harmony n the republie, every statesmun
who sees the evil ol a prolonged exclusion
of the Bouth from representation in the Goy-
ernment—all naturally say, let the wounds
of our country be healed, lel the Usion be as
complete as it was betdre the war, But a radical
majority in Congress =ay no, it shall not be so;
we will keep the South uprepresented snd the
country in n dangerous disorsanized state be-
caise we are airaid of losing politieal power.
Under these clreumsionces the next best thing

1! the conservative Republicans enter the
Convention with the purpose of swallowing up
the Demoerats, aud using them for their own
old puvty purposes, they will commit o grave
mistuke, nud damage the enuse they huve os-
poused. The same may be sald of the Deao-
crute; and the caution” i more necgssary Lo
them, perbaps, becanse they may be more
tempted Lo swallow up the Republicans; for,
though they are divided, there 1s gilll & pow-
erful Democratic organizntion, Bul this, as we
gald, would be a grave migtake, and perhaps
a fotal one.

resent it,  If Fraoce has asked it now, as we
are Informed, and DPrussip refuges to assent, it
wonld mpake King Willlam and s Minister
Bismark the most vopular men in Europe, lor
theve would not be o Gorman either in Prussin
or Austrig, or anywhere else, who would blame
them, and who woulid not, either in deed orin
gpivit, belp to uree on a war ageinst Prance,

And will France, in that event, go to war?
Will Napoleonrisk itz Will the Frenci people
support him in such a warrt  Witl, in that ease,
the alliance between Haly and Prossia conrinue,
and will the Italians bpht against the Prench,
on the side of the Prossians?  Iteally, v seems
as 1f the war in Europe, now that we were lod
to expeet peace, threatened to  become an
European war.

Ib has
organiged its governments and amended 18
constitutions and laws to suit his plessure, I«
people buyve elected to their most imvortant
ofilces men in whom they had no contidence (as
e instance, Governor Wells, of Loulsinna),
under the mpulse ol no other motive than v de-
sire 10 coneihate his good-will, und strengthen
Iim in hag contest with the radicnls, 'Chey have
given what he has declared to be the most com-
plete  evidence el thelr  determination to
remain loynl to the Union, by ratitying *‘the
smendment 1o the Coustitition which provides
for the abolition of slavery forever within the
himits of our country.” He has himsell suid
that the adoption of this amendient would
teftace the sad memories off the past,” and pre-
